The  next  morning  pie  trade  winds  are 
blowing  and  flying  fish/nrf  vciy  abundant.

We  see  nothing  all  day  but  just  after 
dark  sight,  the  light  at  "Bole  in  the  Wall"  on 
Abaco  Island.

CRABS.

NEW  YORE  LETTSE. 

New  Yoi:k, 
June  7th,  1887. 

Mr.  Editor: 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  a  very 
large  percentage  of  the  prosperous  business 
men  of  this  city  belong  to  the  "Carpet  Bag'' 
fraternity .  They  are  hirg'dy  the  products  o/ 
old  fashioned  New  England  homes,  and  are 
sojourning  here  simply  for  the  purpose  of  ac- 
quiring wealth ;  when  this  purpose  has  been 
accomplished,  they  naturally  drift  back 
towards  the  haunts  of  their  childhood. 

A  longing  for  rural  life,  for  farm  associa- 
tions, and  more  than  :»11,  for  the  privilege  oi 
gratifying  a  philanthropic  desire  to  give  to 
the  rustic  country  farmers  a  fewpoints  on 
"Scientific  Farming", deads  New  York  mil- 
lionaires to  spend  their  latter  days  among  the 
rocks  and  lulls  of  old  New  England,  over 
which  they  used  to  tramp  and  stub  their 
tops  in  the  days  of  long  ago,  when  as  gen- 


uine cowboys  barefooted  and  almost  trous- 
ersless  they  hunted  the  frolicsome  and  tru- 
ant bovine.  TV  leavei'.fcheir: ..business  in  the 
city  and  launch  out  as  full  fledged  farmers, 
requires ''ino re  or;  less  preparation,  heneathe 
organization  of  city  "farmers  clubs".  By  the 
courtesy  of  a  member  e£oire,  of  these  chubs 
who  was  more  than  enthusiastic  on  the  sub- 
ject of  "book  farming",  I  recently  passed  an 
evening  very  pleasantly  at  one  of  their 
seances,  and  will  give  to  the  reader*  of  your 
valuable  journal  a  brief  account  of  my  ob- 
servation-. 

One  of  the  rules  adopted  by  this. particu- 
lar club  provided  that  at  each  meeting  the 
subject  under  consideration  shall  be  supple- 
mented by  a  supper  composed  principally  et 
■the  particular  sort  ot  vegetable  that  has 
dormed  the  topic  for  discussion.  If  the  cul- 
ture of  beans  is  on  the  programme,  then  a 
supper  of  beans  follows,  cooked  in:  every 
conceivable  way.  If  potatoes,  then  potatoes 
make  up  the  bill  of  fare. 

At  the  meeting  which  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  attending  a  study  of  corn  was  the  order 
of  the  evening,  and  the  first  thing  that  at- 
tracted my  attention  upon  entering  t  h  e 
room  was  a  huge  vase  standing  upon  a  sort 
of  sideboard,  supporting  something  like  a 
couple  of  dozens  of  genuine  corncob  pipes 
with  stems  made  from  the  stalks  which 
bore  the  cobs.  Now  a  corn  cob  pipe  proper- 
ly made  is  as  much  superior  to  a  meer- 
schaum as  a  meerschaum  is  to  the  common 
clay  pipe,  and  then  they  give  such  a  rural 
appearance  to  the  party  who  is  indulging 
in  the  weed.  m 

After  filling  up  and  lighting  the  pipes  a 
free  and  easy  discussion  tookplace  concern- 
ing 'the  merits  .and  demerits  of  corn,  as  an 
article  of  food;  also  as  regards  the  ameunt 
of  nutriment  contained  in  the  stalks  and 
whether  stalks  cut  in  a  verdant  state  aud 
consigned  to  huge  vat«,  there  to  undergo  a 
process  of  fermentation,  were  of  more  value 
to  horned  cattle  than  when  cured  in  the  old 
fashioned  way.  This  latter  question  called 
forth  some  vigorous  remarks,  ;ind  there  was 
considerable  opposition  manifested,  to  the 
silo  system  on  the  ground  that  fermented 
cor. : stalks  would  have  a  demoralizing  cffecl 
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upon  the  cattle. 

Then  came  the  question  whether  there 
was  any  value  in  a  corncob  for  food,  and 
whether  when  ground  with  corn  it  in  any 
way  added  to  the  value  of  the  mixture.  One 
theory  advanced  was  that  when  ground 
together  the  corn  would  furnish  the  nuti-i- 
ment  and  the  particles  of  cob  taken  into  the 
stomach  would  serve  as  an  f  rritant  which 
might  prove  valuable  when  fed  to  dull  and 
sluggish  horses, 

Next  came  a  long  and  interesting  discus- 
sion concerning  the  sweet  corn  question.  It 
was  claimed  that  one  of  the  growing  evils  of 
the  day  is  the  trickery  of  men  engaged  in 
canning  corn,  since  it  is  easy  of  demonstra- 
tion that  one  half  of  the  material  in  a  can  of 
sweet  corn  is  the  Simon  pure  cob  and  the 
other  half  water,  and  whatever  may  be 
thought  of  corn  cobs  as  food  for  horses  it 
was  declared  a  fraud  to  force  it  into  the 
human  stomach.  The  machine  for  shaving 
off  the  corn  is  so  adjusted,  as  to  reach  near- 
ly to  the  middle  of  the  ear.  and  it  was  u- 
nanimously  voted  that  this  was  the  basest 
sort  of  an  imposition. 

Then  the  best  method  of  propagating  new 
varieties  of  sweet  corn  was  considered  and 
one  suggestion  I  think  is  worthy  of  especial 
notice.  The  great  difficulty  in  cultivating 
sweet  corn  is  to  make  it  sweet,  when  all 
the  other  qualities  have  been  secured  the 
sweetness  seems  to  have  passed  away,  ani 
it  was  thought  that  this  quality  might  be 
retained  and  increased  perhaps,  if  a  gener- 
ous quantity  of  molasses  was  poured  into 
each  hill  before  dropping  the  corn.  This 
plan  seemed  to  meet  with  general  approval 
and  as  there  was  no  pledge  of  secrecy  re- 
quired of  your  correspondent  I  venture  to 
spread  this  idea  abroad  for  the  benefit  of  all 
sweet  corn  growers.

Mr.  Editor  •. 

It  is  already  8  A.  Ms  One  sleeps  soond- 
ly  in  Germany  alter  the  pleasant  as  well  as 
the  unmentionable  experience  of  an  ocean 
voyage  of  twelve  days.  But  the  hell  has  al- 
ready sounded  for  breakfast.  The  "Guten 
Morgen"  is  not  so  different  from  our  morn- 
ing salutation,  and  the  smell  of  coffee  and 
sight  of  boiled  eggs  make.one  .momentarily 
forget  that  he  is  on  foreign  soil.  These  to- 
gether with  "Brodchens'S  baked  to  a  rich 
brown,  and  always  eaten  cold,  constitute 
the  morning  meal.  There  is  much  conversa- 
tion at  the  table,  hut  somehow  the  language 
don't  come  by  inspiration,  and  as  usual  we 
have  little  to  say . 

The  sun  is  already  stealing  out  from  be- 
hind the  clouds  that  have  hidden  it  the  en- 
tire morning.  It  is  Thursday,  and  market 
day  and  we  must  take  a  stroll  around  the 
wall  to  sec  the  sights. 

It  is  only  a  walk  of  two.;:  mutes  to  the 
Weender,  the  principal  street  in  the  city,  and 
the  new  side-walk  ofashes,  tinders,  etc..  has 
about  it  nothing  suggestive  of  Amherst.  We 
are  already  upon  the  Weender  and  are  gieet- 
eil  with  a  peculiar  and  novel  sight.  Here  are 
womsa  uoiug  in  every  direction  with  large 
baskets  on  their  backs  which  must  hold 
something  over  a  bushel  They  are  full  of 
cherries,  potatoes,  cheese,  butter,  and 
in  fa<  t  they  are  laden  with  nearly  everything 
to  m^et  the  wants  of  ordinary  life.  There 
goes  a  dog  drawing  his  little  clumsy  ea>t 
with  who  h  heavy  enough  for  a  small  truck 
wagon.  Also  a  whole,  family  fr  mi  sonv 
neighboring  "TJorf"  o-  small  village,  in  a 
conveyance,  which  in  the  country,  must  be 
i:i  the  height  of  fashon,  for  it  is  rni'/crsally 


seen.  The  axles  are  perhaps  two  thirds  the 
length  of  our  ordinary  carriages,  and  the 
wheels  have  a  diameter  of  about  two  and 
a  half  feet,  then  a  rud*1  board  floor,  and 
high  flaring  sides,  with  boards  fastened  a- 
cross  i  he  top  for  seats,  fmd  a  pair  of  long 
thills.  To  this  vehicle,  devoid  of  springs,  the 
I ior.se  is  attached  by  means  of  two  ropes 
which  serve  as  traces.  The  whole  out/it  bears 
the  marks  of  certain  antiquity  with  no  sug- 
gestion of  its  evt-r  having  been  painted,  De- 
spite these  forbidding  outward  appearances 
the  happy,  round,  simbeamed,  faces  within, 
&tp  suggestive  of  untold  happiness  and  con- 
tentment. 

We  have  arrived  at  the  Weender  Thor, 
one  of  the  places  where  the  old  wall  which 
surrounds  the  city  has  been  broken  through, 
and  we  can  ascend  a  moderate  incline  to  the 
right  or  left  for  a  stroll  along  its  top.  We 
choose  the  left,  pass  the  Botanic  Garden, 
and  soon  come  to  a  pleasant  seat  under  the 
shade  of  the  large  fragrant  linden  trees, 
which  grow  upon  the  top  of  the  wall,  upon 
either  side  of  the  wide  promenade.  Thanks 
to  the  improvement  society  we  have  a  com- 
fortable seat  from  which  to  take  a  h 'ids-eye 
view  of  the  quaint  old  city. 

The  houses  are  almost  rniverc  ally  rcofed 
with  red  tile  presenting  a  strong  contrast  to 
our  American  roofs.  Some  buildings  are  of 
wood,  a  few  of  brick,  and  a  very  few  of  stone, 
and  the  majority  are  frame  houses  between 
the  wooden  frames  of  which  are  filled  for 
wails  broken  stone  and  mortar.  The  story 
is  told. in  America  of  the  man  that  got  his 
mason  a  ladder,  so  he  might  begin  at  the  top 
of  the  chimney  and  build  down.  Whether 
that  was  successful  or  not  the  walls  of  these 
houses  are  often  constructed  in  that  way. 

We  wonder  how  over  twenty  two  thous- 
and people,  can  live  within  the  narrow  lim- 
its of  C-ottingen,  but  we  have  not  yet  seen

"We  gaze  with  wouderupon  the  old  church 
towers  and  the  signs  of  antiquity  and  de- 
cay on  every  hand,  and  with  a  glanoe  toward 
the  distant  hills  to  get  the  contrast  we  are 
once  more  on  foot. 

We  meet  many  servant  girls  rolling  along 
some  of  the  great  men  of  the  coming  time, 
in  their  little  carriages  of  modern  build.  It 
is  a  beautiful  place  to  give  the  children  an 
airing. 

To  the  right  is  a  vacant  place  where  a  new 
theater  is  to  be  erected,  to  the  left  Marwed- 
el's  Garden  where  fine  musicians  dispensed 
with  the  national  beverage;  on  pleasant  eve- 
nings. But  we  must  hasten  on  by  the  bath 
houses,  the  little  house  where  Bismarck  once 
lived,  the  school  houses,  etc.  and  haying 
reached  Gebhardt's  Hotel,  over  three 
fourths  the  circuit  we  leave  the  wall,  pass 
the  fine  Uuiversity  library  building  'and 
through  the  narrow  streets,  to  the  market 
place  in  front  of  the  Rathaus,  which  by  the 
sound  and  spelling  is  not  at  all  suggestive 
of  city  hall. 

Here  is  a  novel  sight,  the  principal  street 
again  in  the  very  center  of  the  city,  witli  on- 
ly an  occasional  cart,  wagon,  or  carriage 
rolling:  by,  but  both  sides  lined  with  the 
market  women  and  their  baskets'  with  some 
of  the  produce  on  the  pavement  in  better 
view,  and  all  'surrounded  by  customers, 
mostly  women..  No  one  pretended  to  turn 
out  to  the  right  when  walking  and  such 
formality  is  unnecessary.  Nobody  is  in  a 
hurry,  all  move  along  as  if  in  possession  of 
the  entire  time,  and  a  probable  surplus.  Gen- 
tlemen lift  their  hats  to  gentlemen,  and  after 
long  separation  sometimes  kiss  upon  meet- 
ing. Tilen  and  women  work  together  and 
like  m;iny  of  the  old  houses  of  the  city,  'mu- 
tually lean  upon  each  other  for  support. 

A  teamster  halts  his  horses,  produces  an 
enormous  loaf  of  black  bread  made  from 
the  meal  of  horse-beans,  cuts  off  slices  for 
each,  which  are  eaten  with  a  grateful  smile 
of  acknowledgement.  Not  far  down  the 
street  is  another  conveyance  of  the  country 
type,  and  in  place  of  a  horse  the  family  cow 
d>es  duty.  The    speed  is  no;  under  the  re- 


cord of  Maud  S.  but  the  two  women  within 
are  just  as  happy. 

All  along  the  Weender  and  the  other  prin- 
cipal streets  the  houses  are  being  astonish- 
ed by  a  coat  of  paint.  Men  and,  women  and 
children  of  all  sizes,  are  seen  at  intervals 
coming  into  the  city  with  evergreens.  Every 
where  are  seen  preparations  for  hanging 
flags.  Every  one  is  talking  of  the  jubilee, 
th^;  coming  event  in  the  h. story  of  the  quiet 
old  city  .  The  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  an- 
niversary of  the  University  is  to  be  celebra- 
ted. 

Corp  and  Virbindung  (Secret  Societies,) 
students  pass  along  the  streets  with  their 
colored  caps,  some  with  little  visors  resting 
on  the  forehead  others  without  visors  and 
held  in  place  by  an  elastic  cord  passing  be- 
hind the  head, 

The  manner  of  lifting  the  hat  is  quite  im- 
pressive; each  gentleman  siezes  it  with  ap- 
parent desperation  and  projects  it  down- 
ward at  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees,  to 
the  full  length  of  the  arm. 

These  are  some  of  the  peculiarities  of  life 
here,  though  many  common  customs  are  the 
same  everywhere.  It  is  true  many  things 
are  not  in  accord  with  American  ideas,  yet 
there  is  ranch  to  be  learned,  much  to  re- 
spect, aud  much  that  might  be  profitably 
imitated.  .

Between  the  well  wooded  and  pictur- 
esque mountains  of  Japan,  there  lies  an  end- 
less succession  of  dale  and  down,  level  fields 
and  small  ridges.  These  intertwined  with 
an  innumerable  number  of  streams  and 
lakes,  furnish  farms  and  comfortable  homes 
for  the  farmers.  Agriculture  is  conducted 
with  diligence  and  skill.  The  rotation  of 
crops,  the  uses  of  fertilizers,  and  the  system 
of  irrigation  are  all  judiciously  applied. 

The  most  important  crop  is  rice  which 
not  only  serves  as  the  chief  article  of  food, 
but  also  becomes  the  source  of  various 
goods  u=ed  in  daily  life,  This  crop  thrives 
well  as  far  north  as  the  parallel  of  42° 
which  passes  through  Springfield  in  this 
state.The  cause  maybe  partly  due  to  the 
particular  conditions  of  the  soil  and  climate, 
but  it  is  greatly  due  to  the  skill  of  the  farm- 
ers. The  next  in  importance  is  the  mulberry 


plant  which    supports  the  silkworm .   The 
oak  also  plays  a  considerable  part  for  the 
sustenance  of  the  wild  silkworm.  Then  come 
the  tea  plant  wdiich  is  raised  in  the  central 
provinces  of  Japan.    If  you  know   that  the 
price  of  it  ranges  between  ten  cents  and  fif- 
teen dollars  per  pound,  you  can  readilyun- 
derstftnd  the  value  of  the  cultivation  attend- 
ed with  an  untiring  care.  The  art  of  forest- 
ry adds  a  step  to  the  luxuriant  forests  which 
nature  has  provided  for  the  country.  The  gar- 
deners have,  attained  the  art  of  dwarfing 
trees.  In  1862,  a  box  was  shown  to  the  pres- 
ident of  the  Dutch  factory  at  Nagasaki.  It 
was  only  four  inches  long,  one  and  one  half 
inches  wide,  and  six  inches  high.  In    this 
small  1  ox  w<re  growing  a  bamboo,  a  fir, 
aid  a.  plum  tr<  e,  the  latter  in  full  blossom, 
i  was  3nformed*Iast  summer  that  some  gar- 
deners have  succeeded  in  reducing  the  peach 
stone  to  the  size  of  a  pea.  Without  further 
derc  iption.  one.  can   understand  how  the 
country   about-three  fifths  of  Texas   in  size 
with  only  one  third  of  it   cultivated  land, 
supports  a  population  of  thirty  eight  mil- 
lions. But  is  tins  the  limit  of  the  intensive 
farming?  No!  This  is  only   a  part  of  what 
the  people  can  do.  There  agriculture  is  car - 
3rd  on  with  primitive  and  the  most  simple 
implements.-  Grazing  and  breeding  are  en- 
tirely wanting  in   the  country.  While    you 
have  two  cattle  for  every  three  people  here, 
we  have  only  one  for  every  thirty-eight.  We 
•have   hardly  any  sheep  or  goats.  We  have 
not  yet  asked  the  aid  of  the  sciences.  Roman 
husbandry,     developed  by  modern  science 
has  enriched  America  and  Europe:  the  prob- 
abilities are  that  before  the  close  of  the  nine- 
teenth  century,  the     agriculture  of  Japan, 
enlightened    by  scientific    knowledge    will 
open  new  sources  of  national    wealth  for 
that  people  who  keeping  abreast  of  the  lead- 
ers of  the  world  in  civilization  are  proving 
themselves  to  be  the    Anglo  Saxons  of  the 
Orient.

In  tbe  October  number  of  The  College 
Monthly  there  appeared  a  notice- of  your 
interesting  paper  taken  from  The  Hamp- 
shire Gazette  in  which  the  editor  ven- 
tures to  predict  that  The  College  Month- 
ly may  yet  "grow  to  be  a  great  magazine.'1 

As  one  of  the  prominent  features  of  the 
great  magazines  of  toda/  consists  hi  his- 
torical sketches  of  the  great  civil  Avar  and 
the  leading  actors  in  that  fearful  drama.  I 
am  tempted  to  give  you  a  brief  account  ol 
my  first  intervie  w  with  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Long  before  Mr.  Lincoln  was  nomina- 
ted for  the  presidency  lie  was  my  first  and 
last,  and  only  choice  for  that  position.  I  hai 
read  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  acco.u.ite 
of  his  political  debates  with  Stephen  A 
Douglas  the  so  called  ''Little  Gia^t",  and 
although  the  results  of  that  Illinois  cam- 
paign were  favorable  lo  Douglas  instead 
of  Lincoln,  no  one  could  fail  to  see  that 
Lin  :oln  was  by  far  the  greater  and  better  ct 
Uie  two. 

Douglas  I  had  heard  at  a  monstir 
I'emoeratic  gathering  he  d  in  Jones'  wood 
a  famous  pleasure  resort  at  that  time  in  the 
upper  part  of  New  York  City,  and  I  was  very 
anxious  to  see  and  pay  my  respects  to  the 
man  who  had  g'appledwiththe  "Little  Gi- 
ant"', and  so  far  as  argument  went complete- 
ly demolished  hi'.n.  This  desire  was  never 
gratified  until  after  Mr  Lincoln  was  elect- 
ed president. 

"When  the  announcement  was  made  that 
he  would  pass  through  New  York  City  on 
his  way  to  Washington,  and  hold  a  recep- 
tion in  the  city  hall,  I  arianged  to  pay  my 
respects  at  that  time.  When  the  day  arrived 
1  toukan  early  train  from  this  place  a-  d 
after  a  two  hours  ■idef.jiind  myself  at  the 
oLI  ILidson  River  R.  R.  D<  pot  in  the  midst 


of  an  immense  crowd  of  human  beings  who 
like  myself  had  gone  early  that  they  might 
catch  the  firstf  sight  of  a  president  who  had 
been  elected  to  that  high  position  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  republic  by 
I  the  votes  of  a  party  which  was  honestly  op- 
I  posed  to  slavery. 

Upon  the  president's  appearance,  the 
shorn  ing  and  cheering  of  the  crowd  must 
have  assured  him  that  he  was  still  this 
side  of  the  rebel  lines. 

According  to  the  programme,  the  pres- 
ident upon  reaching  the  city  hall  was  to 
receive  his  friends  and  "shake  hands"  until 
a  certain  hour,  I  think  eleven  o'clock,  after 
that  he  was  to  receive  for  an  hour  or  so  lon- 
ger, but  the  hand  shaking  must  be  dis- 
pensed with.  Long  before  I  reached  the  hall 
it  was  packed  solid  with  people  eager  to 
see  and  shake  hands    with  the  president. 

Without  giving  a  detailed  account  of  the 
difficulties  I  encountered  in  my  attempts 
lo  reach  the  reception  room,  I  will  simply 
s*y  that,  after  being  jammed  and  squeezed 
and  punched  for  an  hour  cr  two  I  finally 
reached  the  head  of  the  stairs,  where  I  en- 
countered a  small  regiment  of  the  finest  po- 
lice force  in  the  world,  and  was  duly  ad- 
monished by  them  that  the  time  for  shak- 
ing hands  had  passed  and  that  I  mustn't 
try  to  do  such  a  thing  as  shake  hands  with 
the  president.  Fully  intending  to  obey  their 
instructions  I  passed  along,  but  in  making 
my  bow  to  Mr.  Lincoln  an  involuntary  mo- 
tion of  my  hand  was  interpreted  by  him 
as  an  offer  to  shake.  He  very  pleasantly 
-said  to  me  that  they  would  not  allow  him  to 
shake  hands  any  longer.  I  told  him  that  I 
had  cone  forty  miles  for  that  express  pur- 
pose but  had  no  desire  to  violate  the  rule. 
••Tl  at  being  the  case,"  said  he,  "lets  shake 
hands,"  ami  reaching  out  his   great  gener- 
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THE  GRANGE. 

Several  of  the  trustees,  some  of  the  fac- 
ulty, and  many  of  the  students  of  this  col- 
lege are  members  of  The  Grange.  The  rota- 
tion of  The  Grange  to  education  may  be  in- 
ferred from  the  following  article  from  the 
preamble  to  the  constitution  :-'*We  shall  ad- 
vance the  cause  of  education  among  our- 
selves, and  for  our  children  by  all  just 
means  within  our  power.  "Wo  especially  ad- 
vocate for  our  agricultural  and  industrial 
colleges  that  practical  agriculture,"  domes- 
tic science  and  all  the  arts  which  adorn  the 
home  be  taught  in  their  course  of  study." 

The  Grange  and  The  College  are.  working 
to  promote  the  same  object,  the  intelli- 
gence, manhood,  and  highest  welfare  of  the 
agricultural  classes:  it  is  well  therefore  that 
toe  friends  of  the  College  and  the  friends  of 
The  Grange  should  understand  each  other 
and  become  acquainted.  To  this  end  The 
College  Monthly  has  pet  apart  on**  of  He 
columns  where  may  be  found  from  time  to 
time  such  facts  as  shell  be  of  interest  to 
all  Patrons  of  Husbandry  as  woll  g.s  to 
friends  of  agricultural  education.

An  Address  by  United  States  Commissioner 
Col  man. 

United  States  Commissioner  Colman,  in 
a  long  address  to  the  national  grange  at 
Lansing,  Mich.,  said  the  work  of  his  depart- 
ment had  nearly  stamped  out  pleuro-pneu- 
monia  and  the  oleomargarine  fraud.  Each 
state  ought  to  have  experimental  stations 
and  distribute  seeds.  He  was  opposed  to 
the  commissioner  having  a  place  in  the  cab- 
inet because  the  department  should  be  free 
from  politics.  The  new  method  of  man- 
ufacturing sugar  cane  at  the  experiment  sta- 
tion at  Fort  Scott,  Kan.  had  increased  the 
amount  of  sugar  from  a  ton  of  cane  from  40 
to  100  dollars.  An  acre  produces  :20O  lbs- 
of  sugar  at  $.06  besides  the  yield  of  cine  seed 
which  is  equal  to  the  commission.  Am- 
erica will  soon  produce  all  her  sugar.

J  July  2nd.  1862,  a  bill,  introduced  by  Hon. 
Austin  S .  Morrill  of  Vermont,  was  passed 
by  Congress  denoting  Public  Lands  to  th*' 
several  Sta.1  es  and  Territories  that  would 
agree  to  use  the  funds  received  by  their  sale 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  colleges  for 
the  benefit  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechan- 
ic Arts. 

Massachusetts,  upon  accepting  this  grant 
organized  the  Corporation,  Nov.  18th.,  1863. 
and  then  the  question  "Where  to  locate  the 
college"  was  agitated.  The  towns  of  Lex- 
ing,  Amherst,  Northampton  aud  Springfield 
each  offered  to  contribute  $75,000  with 
which  to  erect  suitable  buildings.  It  was 
decided  to  locate  it  at  Amherst  and  the  work 
of  building  was  begun  at  oc^ce  and  by  the 
close  of  1867  the  Laboratory,  South  College, 
and  South  Boarding  House  were  completed. 

The  nevt  year  the  Botanic  Musem,  Plant 
House,  North  College,  and  North  Boarding 
House  were  bnilt. 

The  first  class  of  27  graduated  July  9, 1871. 

In  1883  the  Plant  House  was  destroyed  by 
fire,  but  was  rebuilt,  In  June  the  Drill 
Hall  was  finished.  During  1886  the  Labora- 
tory and  Boarding  House  were  repaired- 
South  College  previously  destroyed  by  fire, 
was  rebuilt,  and  the  Stone  Chapel  was  e- 
rected . 

The  College  is  now  enjoying  a  high  statf  \ 
of  prosperity  and  is  in  a  fair  condition  tod<> 
good  workl  in  educating  those  who  will  have 
in  thier  keeping  the  agriculture  of  the  future 
of  the  old  Bay  State/     ,      .       , 
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We  regret  to  record  in  this  isfttM  that  tin- 
resignation  of  Pres.  Goodell  has  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  trustees,  but  are  glad  to  know 
that  it  will  not  take  effect  uni,il  the  first  of 
July,  so  thatf  the  college  may  have  the  ben- 
iit  of  his  valuable  services  a  few  months  lon- 
ger. The  resignation  was  accepted  only  be- 
cause of  the  strenuous  demand  of  the  Pres- 
ident, tobe  relieved  of  the  office  whose  du- 
ties proved  too  great  a  tax  upon  his  health 
and  strength .  His  administration  has  been 
marked  with  success  in  many  directions. 

Cannot  the  committee  on  course  of  study 
and  faculty,  to  whom  was  assigned  the  task 
of  securing  »<  new  president,  devise  some 
method  whereby  President  Goodell  may  b< 
relieved  of  routine  work  by  the  employment 
of  a  tutor  or  private  Secretary,  so  that  he 
may  be  his  own  successor,  and  the  college 
still  secure  the  benefit  of  his  rare  executive 
ability  and  his  clear  perception  of  the  needs 
of  the  institution  which  his  long  experience 
has  given  him? 

If  the  thousand  and  one  details  of  the 
President's  office  could  be  attended  to  by  a 
secretary,  the  time  ami  strength  of  the  Pees- 
deiit  might  be  saved  for  the  important  work 
of  superintendence  which  is  necessary  togh'e 
permanency  and  efficiency -to  the  best  and 
and  highest  development  of  the  institution.

To  manage  a  farm  successfully  demands 
first-rate  ability.  The  farmer  must  com- 
bine in  himself  the  functions  of  the  landlord, 
the  capitalist,  the  business  manager,  and  the 
laborer.  . 

It  will  not  do  for  the  farmer  to  despise 
manual  labor.  He  must  possess  tlit  physi- 
cal strength  and  disposition  that  will  enabh 
him  to  lend  a  hand  to  any  part  of  the  num- 
berless tasks  that  on  every  farm  must  be 
wrought. 

The  farmer  must  be  a  good  bus  ness  man- 
ager. Ifhismannal  labor  is  allowed  iiiany 
way  to  impair  Ids  efficiency  as  a,  business 
manager,  it  costs  him  too  much;  for  by  poor, 
management,. he  will  inevitably' lose  much 
more  than  he  can  possibly  gain  by  working 
in  competition  with  'agricultural  laborers 
imported  from  the  pauper  districts  of  tin-  old 
world.  To  carry  on  a  farm,  requires  as 
much  business  talent  as  to  »ianage  a  store 
or  an  ordinary  factory.  Indeed  he  must 
possess  the  qualities  of  both  the  manufac- 
turer and  of  the  merchant,  for  lie  must  be  a- 
ble  not  only  to  raise  his  crop  but  also  to  sell 
it.  To  raise  it  he  must  employ  men,,  and 
manage  michinery.  and  what  is  more,  be 
able  to  understand  and  "wisely  control  the 
msost  powerful  and  seemingly  capricious 
forces  of  nature.  The  storms  of  the  heaven, 
the  beasts  of  the  field,  the  fowls  of  the  air. 
the  insect  of  the  hour,  .the  forces  of  light 
and  heat,  of  chemistry  and  of  life  must  all 
be  combatted  or  influenced  that  they  may 
work  for.  and  not  against  the  farmer  both 
night  and  day,  winter  and  summer.  But  to 
raise  his  crop,  difficult  as  the  task  may  be, 
is  only  a  part  of  the  farmer's  undertaking. 
To  determine  what  crop  to  rai&e,  when  to 
raise  it.  and  how  to  dispose  of  it  "when  he 
has  secured  it.  is  what  tasks  most  of  all,  the 
judgment  and  wise  insight  of  the  s  ccessml 
farmer.  This  is  fhe  crucial  test:  The 
farmer  who  is  master  at  this  point,   is  sure 


of  success .  To  succeed  here  requires  a 
clear  head,  a  disciplined  mind,  a  knowledge 
of  men  and  affairs,  a  high  order  of  talent,  I 
might  say  genius. 

The  farmer  must .  be  a  capitalist.  He 
should  own  his  own  farm,  stock  and  tools. 
These  thingsare  capital,  wealth  devoted  to 
the  production  of  wealth.  For  the  use  of  his 
capital  he  should  receive  interest.  How 
many  farmers  over  and  above  their  wages, 
not  to  speak  of  rent,  receive  five  per  cent  in- 
terest on  capital  invested?  The  truth  is 
hat  many  a  farmer  loses  in  interest  more 
than  he  .makes  in  wages. 

A  farmer  is  a  lahdloitl,  and  as  such  should 
receive  rent.  By  rent  is  meant  not  interest 
on  money  invested  in  houses  and  tools  and 
improvements  in  land,  but  economic  rent, 
which  is  the  difference  in  the  value  of  the 
net  product  of  an  acre  over  and  above  that 
of  other  acres  which  must  be  cultivated  to 
supply  the  demand-  of  the  market.  The 
probabilities  are  that  very  few  farmers  know 
what  rent  is  and  lave  no  idea  whether  their 
farm  yields  them  any  rent  or  not.  Yet  rent 
is  one  \.i  the  chief  elements  in  the  income  of 
the  successful  farmer. 

Now  there  is  a.  demand  ever  growing 
stronger  and  offering  constantly  increas- 
ing remuneration  for  the  successful  far- 
mer. The  man  who  can  combine  in  him- 
self a  capable  laborer,  a  first-rate  business 
manager,  a  shrewd  capitalist. and  an  intelli- 
gent landlord  can  take  his  choice  of  farms 
ar.d  will  be  sure  of  a.  remuneration  and.  hon- 
orable vocation.  But  where  will  such  farm- 
ers come  from?  The  barnyard,  the  prima- 
ry school  and  years"  hoeing  -corn  in  compa- 
ny with  ignorant  laborers  imported  from 
Europe  cannot  possibly  produce  them.  If 
the  farmers  of  today  wish  to  see  their  sons 
grow  up  to  be  the  successful  farmers  of  the 
twentieth,  century,  they  must  take  advan- 
tage of  the  facilities  of  agricultural  educa- 
tion, afforded  them  by  the  liberality  Of  the 
state  and  the  United  States  and  crowd  our 
agricultural  colleges  with  young  men  re- 
solved to  make  the  most  of  themselves  for 
agriculture  that  in  the  end  agriculture  may 
make  the  most  of  them- 
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WJflfo  would  call  special  attention  to 
e^the  article  on  our  first  page. 
which  endeavors  to  set  before  the 
farmers  the  advantages  of  "Agricul- 
tural Education"  afforded  them  by 
the  Agricultural  Colleges  throughout 
the  country.

A  Chronic  Liar  and  a 
Chronic  Truth-teller. 

The  first  was  a  little  girl,  a  charming  little 
body,  the  very  picture  of  innocence,  but  she 
would  lie;  the  truth  was  not  in  her.  Tin- 
Rev.  Robert  Collier  in  his  New  year's  sei- 
raon  said  that  on  one  occasion  when  she  had 
been  telling  some  remarkable  falsehoods, 
her  mother  said  to  her,  ">lv  daughter,  do 
you  not  know  that  Ananias  and  Sapphfea 
were  struck  dead  for  lying?"'  "Yes  moth- 
er," said  the  little  girl,  "I  was  there,  ai  d 
saw  them  die."  She  was  a  chronic  liar 
and  although  it  makes  it  makes  it  appear 
rather  worse  for  the  girl ,  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
place  in  contrast  the  character  of  a  person 
who  was  strictly  truthful.  Such  a  one  1 
had  thfc  pleasure  of  meeting  not  long  since, 
and  the  following  is  a  brief  descripi  ion  of 
the  discipline  through  which  he  passed 
while  being  trained  in  the  school  of  truth- 
fulness .

When  the  colt  found  that  I  had  mounted 
to  stay,  he  commenced  a  circuit  around  the 
field;  around  and  around  he  went  like  the 
wind,  gradually  narrowing  the  circle  untii 
after  an  hour's  lace,  he  had  reached  the 
center,  when  poising  himself  upon  the  ex- 
tremity of  his  spike  tail,  he  spun  around  like 
atop  an. I  it  became  painfully  evident  to  me 
that  if  I  continued  my  close  relationship 
with  the  colt  much  longer  I  would  be  tak- 
ing a  journey  through  the  bowels  of  the 
earth,  so  I  dismounted  just  in  time  to  se»' 
it  disappear  beneath  the  surface. 

As  I  have  already  intimated,  my  expe- 
rience at;  his  time  was  not  altogether  pleas- 
ant.

to  he  useless.  We  want  no  such  inventions 
in  agriculture.  The  successful  investigator 
in  agriculture  must  de  a  man  who  can,  out 
of  innumerable  details,  and  unessential  ele- 
ments, seize  upon  the  dominant  principle 
and  follow  it  out  patiently  through  all  its. 
deviations  to  its  marvelous  results  If  one 
or  more  of  the  many  states  shall  be  fortu- 
nate enough  to  secure  such  a  director  for 
the  experiment  station,  the  work  of  this  man 
will  mora  than  compensate  the  nation  for 
its  outlay.  For  he  will  remove  the 
obstacle  and  reveal  the  principle  that, 
shall  re". lit  in  the  progress  of  agriculture 
a  progress  made  not  at  the  expense  of 
the  tiller  of  t he  soil  whom  it  shall  degrade 
to  the  condition  of  th-;  peasant,  but  a  prog- 
ress that  shall  involve  in  its  very  nature 
first  and  foremost  the  transformation  of  the 
peasant  into  the  independent  and  prosper- 
ous proprie  or  of  the  soil.

STOCK  AT  THEM.  A.  C,  BARN. 

To  the  agriculturist,  one  of  the  most  in- 
teresting features  of  the  Massachusetts  Ag- 
ricultural College,  is  the  farm  barn  and  its 
associations. 

Owing  to  the  earnest  efforts  of  those  hav- 
ing the  matter  in  charge  the  last  few  years. 
a  valuable  collection  of  live-stock  lias  been 
procured. 

A  change  has  lately  been  made  so  that  in- 
stead of  a  number  of  cows,  kept  simply 
for  milk  production,  there  ha-»  been 
procured,  herds  consisting  of  nineteen  Ayr- 
shires,  five  Guernseys, eight  Holstein-Frie- 
sians,  seven  Jerseys,  and  six  Shorthorns, 
which,  counting  the  young  stock,  males  a 
total  of  about  sixty  head.  The  different 
breeds  are  separated  and  a  strict  record 
kept  of  the  milk  produced  by  each  animal. 
The  cows  are  fed  on  hay,  and  a  mixture  of 
cob -meal  and  bran,  while  the  small  calves 
are  given  new  milk  until  about  three  weeks 
old,  when  they  are  fed  on  ground  oats  and 
skim  milk.  The  bulls  are  given  hay  alone, 
three  times  daily. 

The  cattle  floor  of  the  barn  has  been  re- 
arranged, making  very  comfortable  accom- 
modations for  the  stock,  giving  plenty  of 
fresh  air,  and  at  present  affording  more  than 
enough  room  for  the  cattle,  but  the  natural 
increase  will  soon  crowd  the  buildings. 
The  cattle  are  provided  with  riomy  stalls, 
which  are  continually  kept  neat  and  clean 
foj  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  animals. 
There  is,  at  present,  about  twelve  varieties 
of  stanchions  inuse,  with  a  view  of  experi- 
menting with  each  kind,  and  finding  the 
good  and  bad  qualities  of  each  va- 
riety. 

The  bulls  are  provided  with  large  box 
stalls,  where  they  are  separated  from  the 
rest  of  the  stock,  and  effectually  secured. 
The  milch  cows,  of  which  there  are  sixteen, 
now  yeild  about  307  pounds  of  milk  per 
day,  the  cream  of  which  is  sent  to  the  Am- 


herst Creamery,  to  be  manufactured  into 
butter,  while  the  skim  milk  is  fed  to  the 
swine  and  calves.  At  present  there  are 
six  horses  on  the  farm.  One  pair  of  roan 
mares,  four*  and  five  years  old;  one  roan 
horse,  five  years  old,  and  one  grey  horse, 
line  years  old.  which  are  used  for  genera) 
farm  work.  Also,  two  pure  bred  Perche- 
rons ;  a  stallion,  three  years  old,  and  an  im- 
ported mare,  five  years  old.  These  valua- 
ble animals  were  presented  to  the  College 
by  Lawson  Valentine,  of  Houghton  Farm, 
Mountainville.  N.  Y.,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  they  are  to  be  used  for  inproving 
the  stock  of  the  State  ,  and  for  draft  and 
genera'  purposes.  Temporary  accommoda- 
tions have  been  provided  for  these  Perche- 
rons,  but  there  is  great  need  of  more  and 
better  stabling,  which  will  probably  be  pro- 
vided during  the  ensuing  year. 

The  small  Yorkshire  swine  have  proved 
remunerative,  but  they  could  be  raised  to 
much  more  advantage,  should  the  accomo- 
dations permit.  At  present,  there  are 
three  large  boars,  and  three  sows,  beside 
which  are  twelve  small  pigs,  seven  of  which 
are  males.  Their  food  consists  of  skim 
milk  and  bran. 

A  large  flock  of  Southdown  sheep  is  kept 
which  have  been  found  profitable,  but  here 
too  is  great  need  of  better  accommodations. 
The  flock  consists  of  one  ram,  three  years 
old;  two  rams,  one  year  old ;  twenty  two 
sheep,  and  thirteen  lambs.  The  sheep  are 
fed  on  cut  turnips,  hay,  and  oats,  while 
the  lambs  are  given  bran,  and  oats,  mixed. 
The  care  of  these  animals  is  entrusted  to 
the  students  and  other  empleyees,  uuder 
the  direction  of  Mr.  David  Wright, 

In  order  that  they  may  see  for  them- 
selves the  advantages  of  keeping  first  class 
stock,  the  farmers  of  the  State,  and  espec- 
ially of  the  vicinity,  should  avail  them- 
selves of  the  first  opportunity  to  visit  the

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THE  AMHERST  GRANGE  STORE. 


About  twelve  years  j'.ffO  the  Amherst 
Grange  was  in  the  habit  of  buying  grocer- 
ies at  wholesale  for  its  members.  There 
was,  at  that  time,  no  place  of  business  un - 
Vler  their  control,  and  in  (consequence  of 
this  fact,  when  a  barrel  of  sugar  or  a  hogs- 
head of  molasses  came,  it  wis  delivered  at 
a  private  house.  Here  Patrons  came  and 
obtained  the  desired  amount.  This  run- 
ning to  ons  man's  house  soon  became  in- 
convenient. The  idea  of  forming  a  corpo- 
ration and  opening  a  store  was  then  sug- 
gested. Agreeably  to  this  suggestion,  the 
Amherst  Co-operative  Society  was  oagani- 
zed  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts,  hav- 
ing 120  shares  at  $10  each.  These  were  ta- 
ken and  the.  store  opened  a  year  later. 

The  originators  of  this.- enterprise  were 
at  first  ridiculed,  but  time  lias  proven  the 
wisdonrof  effort.  The  principles  on  which 
the  store  does  business  are  few  and  simple. 
They  buy  for  cash,  sell  for  cash  and  keep  no 
book  accounts  with  customers,  They  do 
not  trust,  even  a  stockholder,  and  in  conse- 
quence, loose  no  bad  bills.  They  sell  at  a 
very  small  profit  :  but  tnrn  tliair  capital  of- 
ten six  times  in  a  year.  The  stockholders 
receive  a  good  interest  on  their  investment. 
A  fund  of  about  $500  is  retained  for  contin- 
gencies. What  profit  remain  over  and  a- 
bove  expenses,  interest,  and  contingency 
fund  are  expended  in  increasing  their  stock 
of  goods.  So  well  have  they  succeeded, 
that,  although  the  capital  stock  is  still  $12 
OOf),  the  inventory  shows  several  thousands 
Of  dollars  worth  of  goods  on  hand.  As  may 
be  imagined,  the  shares  are  not  in  the  mar- 
ket. 

Before  the  establishment  of  this  store,  ma- 
ny farmers  in  this  vicinity  ran  up  a  bill  for 
groceries  and  other  goods,  paying  once  or 
twice  a  year;  perhaps  being  obliged  to 
give  his  note  for  the  amount  and  in  some 
cases,  even  mortgaging  his  farm  when  the 
note  came  due. 


This  was  a  bad  state  of  affairs.  Now  the 
farmer  lias  learned  to  pay  cash  for  his  goods. 
It  came  hard  at  first,  but  having  learned  the 
lesson  he  has  profited  by  it.  Paying  cash 
for  his  groceries  brought  him  into  the  hab- 
it of  paying  cash  for  all  goods  and  under 
this  system  he  saves  much  hard  earned 
money. 

The  secret  of  low  prices  is  simply  cash 
on  the  spot.  In  commerce,  if  a  bill  is  paid 
in  30  days  it  is  called  cash.  This  genreally 
gets  a  discount  of  5  per  cent .  If.  however, 
the  cash  is  paid  when  the  goods  are  ordered, 
a  still  larger  discount  is  secured,  Ready 
money  can  thus,  it  has  been  proved,  secure 
the  lowest,  possible  prices.  In  this  way 
the.  Amherst  Grange  Store  buys  its  goods 
where  ever  it  can  get  the  best  quality  at  the 
lowest  prices. 

To  tins  Amherst  Co-operative  Association 
much  honor  is  due.  Opening  their  store 
with  no  profession  of  philanthropy,  they 
have  done  a  great  amount  of  good  in  teach- 
ing the  farmer  and  laboring  man  to  buy  for 
cash.  They  have  furnished  standard  goods 
at  low  prices,  have  reduced  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing in  an  expensive  town,  and  have  done 
us  all  much  good.  May  other  towns  follow 
their  exvmple  in  the  good  work!  'But  all 
must  remember  that  no  store  will  run  its 
self  and  that  most  cases  of  failure  in  co-op- 
erative stores  arc  due  to  bad  management, 

There  must  be  secured  at  whatever  cost,  a 
competent  agent  to  take  charge  of  affairs 
and  he  must  be  fully  supported  by  the 
stock-holders  in  the  formation  and  execu- 
tion of  his  plans.

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OBJECTS  OF  TNTEREST  AT  THE 
MASS.  AGRICULTURAL   COLLEGE. 
That  visitors  to  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural 
( lollege  may  see  the  most  in  the  time  at  their  dis- 
posal, ht  them  begin  with  the 
FARM  BARN. 
Ascending  the  inclined  driveway,  at  the  east- 
ern end,  we  come  upon  the  hay  lofts,    A  pair  of 
platform  scales  arc  seen,  by  which  each  load  of 
hay  is  weighed.    Above  us  hangs  the  hay  fork, 
with  which  the  hay  is  unloaded.    On  either    side 
are  scuttles,  and  through  these  the  hay  is  drop- 
ped to  the  stables  below.    The  grain  bins  are  mid- 
way on  this  lioor.    Turning  to  the  right,   we  de- 
scend to  the  stables  where    the   cattle   are  kept. 
The  bulls  can  be  seen  in  box  stalls  at  the  western 
end  ( >f  the  room.    At  the  western  end  of  the  barn , 
Standsthe  new    corn -house    which     holds    2800 
bushels  of   unshelied    corn.    Below  the  barn  is 
the  manure  celler,  but  for  reasons  obvious  to  all, 
v,  e  '..ill  pass  it  by,  and  re-enter  the  stable.    Turn- 
ing to  the  lelt,  we  enter  an  alley,  where  we  see  a 
line  collection  of   Yorkshire  swine.    To  the  left 
are  workrooms,    and  hosstalls   for  the  animals. 
In  one  of  these  we  can  see  the  Percheron  stal- 
lion, presented  to  the  College  by  Lawson  Valen- 
tine, of  Houghton  Farm.    Again  turning  to  the 
left,  we  conn:  upon  a  large  flock    of  Southdown 
p.    East   of  here  are  the    stables  where  we 
may  sec  the    imported    marc,  presented  to  the 
College  v.  itl)  the  Percheron  stallion.    Leavingtho 
barn,  we  proceed  north,  and  reach  the 
DBILLHALL. 
This  building  is  used  for  the  military  drill  dur- 
ingth"  winter  and  rainy  weather.    On  our  rigb^ 
as  we  enter,  is  the  armory,  where  the   arms   and 
equipments  are  kept.     The  hall   proper  is  a  large 
room  with  a  cement  floor,  and  lined  with  sheath 
mi  ee  the  scull  in  which   the   Aggie^ 

won  the  race,  at  the  regatta  in   1871,      Northwest 
of  the  drill  hall  is  the. 

C II APEL-LIBB All Y  BUILDING. 
Entering  the  south  west  door,  we  come  upon 
the  reading  room,  where  we  And  the  leading  pe- 
riodicals and  encyclopedias.  The  library  takes 
up  the  remainder  of  the  first  floor,  and  contains 
6485  volumes.  The  second  story  is  occupied  by 
the  chapel  room  where  the  Sunday  services  are 
held. 

SOUUH  COLLEGE 
isused  both  as  a  dormitory   ami    for     recitation 
rooms.    The  seeondroom  from  the  ground  in  the 
Lower,  am!  over  the  reception  room,  are  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Hatch  Experiment   Station.     As- 


cending the  stairs  at  the  north  entrance  of  the 
east  wing,  we  come  upon  the  museum.  Here  we 
see  the  glass  models  of  jelly-fish  and  corals, 
made  by  Blaska,  in  Germany,  and  a  collection  of 
insects.  Here  are  skeletons  of  our  domestic  an- 
imals, and  the  Massachusetts  collection  of  mam- 
mals, birds,  fishes  and  reptiles;  also  the  ancestor 
of  our  domestic  fowls,  the  wild  jungle  fowl  of 
Java.  The  collection  of  shells  and  sponges  should 
also  be  noticed  as  well  as  the  many  other  inter- 
esting objects.  North  of  South  College  is 
NORTH  COLLEGE. 
The  reading  room  is  in  the  western  end  of  this 
building,  on  the  first  floor.  Here  we  see  all  the 
local  newspapers.    The 

STATE  EXPERIMENT  STATION 
is  north-east  of  the  College  buildings.  The  main 
body  of  the  building  is  occupied  by  offices,  on  the 
first  floor,  and  by  offices  and  sleeping  rooms 
on  the  second.  The  two  wings  are  occupied  by 
laboratories.  Here  we  can  see  the  delicate  scales 
with  which  very  minute  particles  may  be  weigh- 
ed. North  of  the  Station  are  the  instruments  for 
measuring  the  fall  of  rain  or  snow  and  for  deter' 
mining  the  State  of  the  atmosphere. 

THE  BOTANIC  MUSEUM  AXD  DURFEE 
PLANT  HOUSE 
afford  many  interesting  sights.  Here  we  sec  a 
collection  of  grasses,  sixty  in  number,  also  col- 
lections of  strawberries,  raspberries,  blackber- 
ries, and  currants.  The  ground  on  all  sides  is 
covered  With  fruits  and  plants  of  all  kinds.  The 
lawn  is  adorned  with  beds  of  assorted  flowers. 
On  this  lawn  we  see  twenty  varieties  of  Japan 
maples.  Southeast  of  the  barn,  is  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  horticultural  department  of  the  Hatch 
Experiment  Station.  South  of  this  we  see  the 
gronds  where  the  garden  plants  are  grown. 
Entering  the  Durfee  Plant  House  by  the  south 
door,  we  come  upon  a  perfect  Paradise.  In  this 
room,  wo  see  Manilla  banana  Irom  which  manil- 
1  a  paper  and  rope  are  made,  and  the  fast  grow- 
ing Chinese^  bamboo.  According  to  an  experi- 
ment made  by  Prof.  Maynard,  this  plant  grows 
one  foot  in  twenty-four  hours.  Here  is  the  sago 
palm  from  which  sago  is  obtained,  and  the  Span- 
ish bayonet.  Entering  the  room  to  the  west,  we 
see  varieties  of  plants  that  grow  in  wet  regions. 
This  room,  being  flooded  with  water,  affords  a 
suitable  habitation  for  many  gold-fish  and  a 
young  alligator.  Here  we  seethe  mdia  rubber 
tree,  the  fan  palm,  and  the  curious  screw-  palm. 
In  (he  rooms  east  of  the  center,  are  the  banana 
trees,  the  night  blooming  cereus.  and  the  cen- 
tury plant,  North  of  the  President's  house,  on 
the  hill,  is  the  vinyard,  where  we  see  grapes,  ap- 
ples, pears,  and  other  triuit.  If  we  continue  on 
and  '.seem!  Mt.  Pleasant,  we  can  get  a  fine  view 
of  the  College  grounds  and  of  I  he  distant  Ilamp- 
shivlhills.—  [EnrTOK.
